HE New York Commercial Advertiser raised its nose 
the other day from the trail of Arthur Richmond long 
enough to remark: 

It must be admitted, generally speaking, that newspaper poetry 
is a pretty poor affair. 

The valued Commercial has made so many reckless state- 
ments of late that the incompetence of this one will excite 
no surprise. Dr. Holmes suggested the other day that 
pretty much all the new poetry was a pretty poor affair, and, 
“‘generally speaking,” he is more or less right. A good 
deal of poetry is turned out daily and, “ generally speaking,” 
it isn’t very good. But the newspapers get their full share 
of what zs good. Newspaper poetry compares very favorably 
indeed with either magazine poetry or book poetry. If the 
Commercial will take a dozen famous American poems and 
trace them to their origin, we are willing to bet that it will 
run up against a newspaper column a surprising number 
of times. 

At the beginning, while the poet is getting in his freshest 
work and making his reputation, the magazines will not 
trade with him, and the newspapers are his only stay. They 
gather the expression of his youthful affection; they are the 
confidants of his early courtships. Later in life, when the 
bloom is somewhat trite on his peach, he will dicker with 
the magazines and exact large sums for echoes of the news- 
paper poetry he wrote when he was young. Generally 
speaking, valued Commercial, the oyster of commerce con- 
tains no pearl. Nevertheless, if you want a nice new pearl, 
fresh from the builder’s hand, it is among the oysters that 


you must hunt for it, not in the shops.

She has been ill in 
Boston (cried herself sick over Philip Spencer, they say) and 
that may be why. This is to certify that if Minister Reid is 
not wrecked by his bill for house rent, and John Hay gets 
the Russian mission, Gail Hamilton will be LIFE’s candidate 
for the editorship of the Zrzéune. The office will manifestly 
be in the gift of President Harrison, for having emptied it 
twice he must be permitted to fill it once, at least. The 
Senate has no jurisdiction over it, and a nomination is equiv- 
alent to induction.

NEW LINCOLN BIOGRAPHY, AND A 
VALUABLE DICTIONARY. 


HE newest biography: of Lincoln has just been published 
in three handy volumes of about 200 pages each 
(Belford). The author is William H. Herndon, who was 
for twenty years the law partner and friend of Lincoln. He 
was assisted in the collection of material, and in’composition, 
by J. W. Weik. Mr. Herndon began the book more than 
twenty years ago, and it was evidently with him a work of 
love. He has endeavored to represent the man as he 
appeared in the intimate associations of business life. The 
result is a rugged picture, lacking the finish of expert work, 
but very interesting and suggestive. 

It is above everything a collection of vivid personal recol- 
lections, filled with anecdotes which have never appeared in 
print. The story of the boyhood of Lincoln is related with 
great detail from the recollections of those who knew him 
then. Perhaps the most interesting portion of the work is 
this vivid picture of pioneer life with the ungainly, yet 
strangely attractive Lincoln as its central figure. It might 
have been better to spare the reader some of the coarseness 
of these early days, but it must be admitted that even this 
adds to the effectiveness of the biography. 

Mr. Herndon does not write as a hero-worshiper, but as 
a judicial man who knew his friend’s faults and thought the 
more of his virtues. It adds to the greatness of Lincoln to 
find that his character can not only stand this intimate 
scrutiny, but appear under it to an advantage. The more 
illusions about him that are swept away, the clearer the view 
of his inherent worth, his sincerity and his force. 


* * * 


HE first volume of “ The Century Dictionary ” (Century 
Co.), which has just appeared after long years of 
preparation, is a delight to the eye and, no doubt, a great 
addition to the implements of scholarship. The typography 
is clear, consistent and attractive; the arrangement facili- 
tates research, and the illustrations add very much. to the 
value of the definitions. This first volume is a quarto of 
1200 pages, most tastefully bound in embossed leather. 
The completed work will be in six volumes. 

A notable feature of the work is the abundant use of 
quotations from modern American writers to illustrate the 
usage of words. Among those referred to are Lowell, 
Holmes, Stedman, Stoddard, Bancroft, John Fiske, Cable, 
Henry James, Howells, Charles Dudley Warner, D. G. 
Mitchell, and Charles Eliot Norton. ‘“ Americanisms” are 
given a place among the words defined, and all things 
American are treated fully and carefully. It is, therefore, 
an important record of our national development in the art 
of expression.

T has been discovered that running a race-track in 
the vicinity of New York is a profitable business. 
As the gentlemen in control of the Standard Oil 
Company are Methodists and Baptists in good standing, and as there are fields 
of monopoly in which they can work and yet retain their pious eminence, 
they have abandoned the monopolizing of the race-track business to another 
octopus—the Louisiana Lottery Company. A Mr. Morris, who has the lottery 
millions at his back, has laid out a race-track in Westchester County and 
given the American Jockey Club the alternative of a ruinous competition, or of 
going out of business and receiving therefor a compensation of his naming. The 
American Jockey Club, organized more with a view to elevating the standard of 
racing than with regard to money-making, will probably have to succumb to the 
monopoly. When Louisiana Lottery methods have been introduced thoroughly 
into racing, the public may make up its mind that it doesn’t like its racing that 
way, and Mr. Morris may be disappointed of some of his profits. The “heads 
I win, tails you lose” principle has never been very long successful in racing.
